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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
PREPARATION FOR PRIVATE DUTY 


Two questions recent state examination had bearing upon 
the preparation pupil nurses for private duty. They were asked how 
prepare for operation home, and how prepare salt solution 
private house. Oddly enough, the answers the question about 
the operation were better than those regard salt solution. Most 
had the proportions for salt solution correct, almost all knew that 
should sterile, but the point which many were lacking was 
edge the fact that water boils away. With perfect innocence they 
described the boiling pint water for two hours, quart 
water for one hour each three successive days,—forgetting that 
either the water would disappear steam that, there were any 
left, the carefully measured proportions would lost, and the solution 
which remained would much stronger than when was started. 

This not serious lack, for any nurse with any brains who put 
salt solution boil would observe its decrease quantity and would 
discover for herself that she must have additional sterile water with 
which accurately supply the lost amount. more serious fault was 
the answers those women who described filling glass bottles with 
salt solution and putting them oven bake for hours. Perhaps 
ourselves, not the pupils, who are fault here; perhaps really 
possible heat jars sufficiently dry oven sterilize the contents 
without damage, but cannot escape vision cracked jars, flooded 
oven, and dismayed nurse, who comes for her salt solution and finds 
only wreckage. 

very difficult for instructors training schools, especially 
those who have always done hospital work, think ahead and foresee 
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the problems that will arise outside and prepare their pupils meet 
them. Most the papers describing the operation private house 
showed evidence careful teaching and described the procedure thought- 
fully and sensibly. are always some misguided souls who insist 
“scrubbing the walls and ceiling with few sug- 
gested such impossibilities sterilizer, Kelly pad, can oxygen, 
“twelve basins and pitchers,” ete. Those who did will probably adjust 
themselves some way their environment when they find themselves 
farmhouse, miles from drug store, without even rubber sheet 
hand. Most nurses rise such occasions and find real pleasure 
providing good surroundings for the patient with the materials 
hand. There are many versions the wash-boiler sterilizer, some 
them vague, that perhaps will well describe once more 
simple method which has been tested again and again. will 
found another page under Practical Suggestions. 

conclusion, let say that after looking over examination papers, 
one more than ever convinced the wisdom old remark 
Miss nurse need not think that because she has entered 
training school she must forget everything she ever knew before and 
leave her common sense behind.” Plain, ordinary, practical, common 
sense better guide both actual nursing and the answering 
examination questions than wild searching through the corners the 
mind for some technical terms from half forgotten lecture. The 
women examined who described fracture broken bone were within 
the realm common sense. Those who had been taught that was 
“the solution the continuity bone were perplexed what 
these words really mean that they many cases substituted some differ- 
ent phrase, sounding like this, which just spoiled the answer. seems 
pity that any pupil should leave any school with vague ideas 
simple subject fracture.

roast beef would used twice, perhaps, first hot and then cold, 
and the remainder thrown away. When she protested and asked why 
was not fixed over, she was told that cost too much buy things 
make good, and that they liked fresh meat better. Cooking schools, 
where young girls can taught how prepare food wholesome, 
economic, and attractive manner are among the greatest aids good 
home living and help promote both temperate habits and morality, 
for drinking and vice hand hand.

CIVIL NURSES MANILA 


LETTER received the editor from Miss Freeman the Civil 
Hospital, Manila, gives further details regard the conditions under 
which nurses out there. Probably many our readers are ignorant 
confess ourselves have been the fact that the government 
sends out nurses under civil contracts who are quite distinct from the 
army nurses, not being under the same supervision nor working under 
the same regulations. 

The salary sixty dollars month, with expenses one way. The 
nurses pay for their own washing, which averages five dollars month, 
and there are other incidental expenses amounting about twenty 
dollars year. the expenses the return trip from Manila New 
York are from two hundred and fifty three hundred and fifty dollars, 
and are borne the nurse, she should understand this plainly 
before starting, that she may plan save that amount from her salary. 
Evidently this has not been made perfectly clear the past, eiglit 
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nurses now stationed the Civil Hospital went out with the expectation 
having their return expenses paid. Twenty-eight days’ leave annually 
compulsory. nurse has been ill, she may deduct that time, other- 
wise she forced spend vacation which she really needs, but 
which expensive, change air almost necessity.

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THE EVOLUTION AND THE DEVELOPMENT 
THE NURSE*

the skilled attendant replaced the mother the bedside and 
training began assist affection the care the sick, nursing became 
profession. that time the offices the nurse had been limited 
blowing the porridge hot cold, blocking draughts, smothering the 
invalid with blankets, soothing the patient and assisting the general 
work the household. These offices ordinarily devolved upon some 
good neighbor whom trouble had aroused kindness, whom life 
had brought little more experience but whom art had not inspired 
science enlightened. Medicine had not that time emancipated itself 
from the pseudo-sciences discovered its place among the arts. The 
light knowledge had indeed touched the mountain peaks, from which 
desultory rays were reflected into the valleys, but the valleys presump- 
tion and vanity still held that medicine could abort and banish disease. 
The dictum Hippocrates that disease was coction humors pre- 
vailed. Indigestion for him was disturbance humors that could 
rectified. But though his practice was primitive the great spirit 
Hippocrates, revived Sydenham, taught the necessity the accurate 
observation natural phenomena; this and Morgagni’s exact anatomi- 
eal thinking” were, however, nothing the mass unawakened 
practitioners. 

Then the middle the nineteenth century there came the rena- 
scence knowledge with the freedom the spirit and liberation the 
mind. the thinking soul was opened the wealth facts about every- 
one and their inter-relation and dependance law and order. With 
this revelation new sciences and re-clothing old ones the science 
nursing appeared. The elaboration medicine subtle combina- 
tion art and science was impossible without it! The aspiration the 
physician prevent well cure was still more impossible without 
it. came necessity. order that the true sequence phenomena 
might known there was need closer and more constant observation 
after the surgeon has completed his labors the physician had reached 
his conclusions. Keener watchfulness and greater resources were required

detect and even anticipate possible complicating events. 
devotion, professional devotion, not affection, was demanded apply 
the guiding words the now thoroughly awakened physician and 
response this urgent need the professional trained nurse arose. The 
hospital was the temple which this new priestess was made manifest 
was there that schools for her more elaborate training were established 
and the Hippocratic method careful medical observation introduced. 

From the physician’s standpoint the benefit which accrued from this 
close observation the patient was incalculable value. The nurse was 
taught the necessity accurate records and carefully collected speci- 
mens. She was also trained recognize the need for executive talent 
carrying out the various attentions prescribed for the patient. Where 
these attentions were numerous and confusing she was trained realize 
that the sleep and strength the sick one depended large measure 
her exercise executive ability. She was also taught surgical clean- 
liness, bacteriological dangers, hygiene, higher housekeeping, cooking 
and the fundamental good manners essential her position aid 
the family well the patient and the physician. Her judgment, 
caution, tact, tenderness well skill were considered the arrange- 
ment the curriculum. 

This introduction trained, skilled assistant threw new respon- 
sibility the director the sickroom—the physician. His orders were 
carried out the letter and consequently demanded greater exactness 
and completeness their formulation. was obliged state definitely 
the temperature baths, the percentage the dilution nutrient 
drinks, the best times administering know the best plan 
for ventilation, the necessary hours sleep, enter carefully into 
details which had not before considered, except general way, for 
had previously been useless, try enforce them. The presence 
critical, trained, intelligent, alert aid his elbow was first almost 
irritating the general practitioner who had not recognized the develop- 
ment this new force, and the families for whom the nurse was still 
the category servants. But the reactionaries were swept back 
the enthusiasm hospital and institutional men for whom the problems 
medicine are infinite and eternal and for whom their solution can 
never demand too much, too intelligent, too devoted and too constant 
assistance. 

was necessary adapt ourself the new arrangement 
always necessary accommodate oneself new system. But was 
more possible oppose effectively than was stop the rush- 
ing many waters. Humanity was the dark background, dull and 
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but dimly conscious the new events, but pointing with limp finger 
toward the point where light was breaking and faintly illuminating 
new personality—a personality that-had come comfort and save. 
But those even who had the prescience vision this personality 
did not fully reveal itself and even now after four decades rich experi- 
ence its potentialities are not known. first limited itself bed- 
side attendance. was new therapeutic force, new element the 
domain healing and like many new elements the science thera- 
peutics was tried fire, the fire criticism. withstood, how- 
ever, the fiercest test. 

The nurse therapeutic primarily was one the agents employed 
the physician. She received and executed his orders, but 
training became more thorough, because the rise scientific nursing 
schools, her capabilities multiplied and was possible trust her 
meet emergencies. became especially noticeable post operative 
periods, the puerperium, the crises pneumonia, and accidents 
acute diseases when the unexpected not infrequently occurs. One could 
not estimate the times within the limits one physician’s work when 
the vigilant eye the well trained nurse had caught the first evidence 
ill turn the disease and thus put the power the medical 
attendant anticipate hours not days the threatening com- 
plications. Accurate dosage, subcutaneous medication, aseptic dressings, 
lavage the stomach and other viscera, baths, packs, and many forms 
hydrotherapy, electrotherapy, local applications, skilled feeding, nota- 
bly the case infants, ventilation, especially lung fever and 
whooping cough, enforcement strict régime, tuberculosis, 
neurasthenia and hysteria, all are now possible through the agency the 
trained nurse where otherwise such measures would ineffective 
dangerous. the schools improved and the nurse grew skill, 
opportunities for her usefulness increased, the candidates for admission 
the ranks the new profession multiplied and new features the 
nurse’s career developed. Some women limited their work surgery, 
some medicine, others still midwifery and result the special- 
ties surgical, medical and obstetrical nursing arose. 

The necessities the great hospitals created new positions, and the 
institutional nurse appeared. She needs must woman with executive 
ability. The superintendent the training school, the head nurse, the 
chief nurse the surgical amphitheatre require traits that the nurse 
therapeutic need not necessarily possess. Some find the permanent offices 
institution more their taste than the circumscribed life the 


sickroom, and develop more rapidly these positions; with others the 
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reversed. institutional nurses have continuous service 
one line and them must look for new ideas, new books, and new 
life. They are the women who will inspire probationers and pupils 
work, fill them with enthusiasm, raise their ideals and incite them 
accuracy. The responsibilities the institutional nurse are very great, 
for her depends the quality the women received for instruction 
and the thoroughness with which the instruction given. The teaching 
nurse belongs this class and though she recruited from the ranks 
the therapeutic nurse she teacher from the beginning. The gifts 
the teacher seem exist some because their power knowing 
the standpoint the pupil, because their Put 
yourself his place you wish acquaint the student with your 
ideas.

The child’s nurse and the infant’s nurse represent well defined 
departments nursing. work with nurslings totally different 
from that with children. fact the difference greater between these 
two divisions than between the care children over two years and 
adults. nurse eagerly recognizes this and knows that she must have 
special training the care babies succeed with them. This has 
led the nursling’s special nursing. There are numerous problems, 
notably those feeding, systematic régime and peculiar care the body 
the child that not appear any other department nursing. 
may say that greater scientific exactness required with infants than 
with any other class. The mortality greater under one year age than 
any other time life. must then that the dangers menacing 
the child are more numerous and more deadly. This naturally leads 
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the subject the child’s nurse who developing from the ranks the 
nurses. Schools now exist for the training such persons. Such 
school will soon established Cleveland conjunction with the 
projected Baby Hospital. The training there need not long 
with the true therapeutic nurse but, though different, will thor- 
ough this specialty. The therapeutic nurse trained pathologic 
problems but the child’s nurse will trained problems, 
that is, the functions healthy organs. Unfortunately are domi- 
nated too much medicine and nursing the pathologic side 
illness and neglect the phase. this age, when the natural 
history disease extensively studied, this error. The child’s 
nurse must taught the conduct the healthy child walking, talk- 
ing, eating and sleeping, things one scarcely gives more consideration 
than does air and water. 

There proverb that one should not look gift horse the 
mouth, and would seem that piety had prevented men from looking 
closer into the God-given gifts water, air and sleep. The child’s 
nurse will learn distrust everything that comes near the child, every- 
thing she has not she will not like our old friend who 
needed thermometer test the temperature the bath, for when 
the water was too cold the baby was blue and when was too hot the 
baby was red. She will learn that not Providence but the careless 
dairyman who steals away our babies, because dirty milk poison. 
make these facts part oneself requires training. Science not 
fussiness, truth. find the truth requires work. 

The nurse attendant, and nurse convalescent may come from the 
amateur class, but they are stronger and more useful trained. The 
time coming when, the acute phases the disease pass, the nurse 
therapeutic will give way the nurse convalescent just the surgeon 
gradually turns his case his assistant. These latter nurses should 
preéminent degree have the graces womanhood. Tenderness, tact, 
patience, accomplishments and physiologic knowledge are required 
successfully fulfil their calling. might indeed make classification 
the physiologic and pathologic nurse.

Seventy years ago Germany, inspired Pastor 
Fliedner Kaiserwerth, the nurse commenced work among the sick 
poor which was both humanitarian and professional. She became one 
the leading figures that great movement toward the people which, 
thirty years later, though with different impulse, was stir the Russian 
nation profoundly. was not however until the seventies and 
England that visiting nursing, understand it, was instituted. 
Trained nurses were then taken from the educated and com- 
menced under the direction superintendent the systematic visitation 
the sick poor their homes. 

The visiting nurse association the latest phase the concerted 
effort several nurses for one purpose. There are present over two 
hundred these associations this country. The visiting nurse must 
especially selected person. First she must qualified tempera- 
ment and heart enter the homes the poor friend. order 
conserve her enthusiasm, frequent contact with members her associa- 
tion necessary. She becomes thus limited sense member 
order. But the same time that she gives her liberty measure 
she must have wider range initiative her own, for she often goes 
families where there physician and knowledge sanitary 
laws. The problems she meets she must solve alone. She must therefore 
resourceful and original large sense.

When the suggestion was made the Visiting Nurse 
Association this city co-operate with the Tuberculosis Dispensary 
and the Babies’ Dispensary was met immediate and favorable 
response and the social dispensary arose new force the community. 
The social dispensary place where the poor are cared for the 
physician and followed their homes and there instructed the nurse. 
The social dispensary system the best means controlling consump- 
tives who cannot enter the sanatoria and there surer way thwart- 
ing that great holocaust, infant mortality, than through the agency 
the Babies’ Dispensary. 

The evolution the nurse from therapeutic prophylactic 
force has made possible these two institutions which promise heroic 
things combatting the two deadliest foes humanity. The prophy- 
lactic nurse the chief spoke the wheel their machinery. They 
would cease exist agents without her. Everyone who has 
labored these institutions recognizes this true. the social 
dispensary where babies are received, the influence the nurse will 
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reach its fullest measure. she will teach well serve; teach 
the mothers how bathe and feed their children; teach the daughters 
how guard the tiny ones temporarily committed their keeping.

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NURSE TRAINING SCHOOLS NEW YORK STATE 
HOSPITALS 


MARY ELIZABETH MAY 
Graduate Rochester City Hospital; Teacher the Willard State Hospital, 


first school was started the Buffalo State Hospital 1883 
Dr. Andrews. From 1883 1893, school was started each 
number the New York State Hospitals. About 1896 standard for 
the minimum training all the State Hospitals was adopted the 
superintendents and training-school committee was appointed from 
their number. This committee prepares uniform written examinations 
for entrance and graduation from the training schools the New 
York State Hospitals. Each hospital decides which candidates pass 
the entrance examination, and the papers from the examinations held 
the end the junior and senior years are sent the training-school 
committee for marking. 

first the teaching these schools was most elementary, but 
time has gone the course has become broader and now, with the excep- 
tion the lack experience obstetrics and pediatrics, the course 
full one. The care the insane the special work, and the hospitals 
like best keep the service the nurses who graduate from these 
schools, promoting them positions responsibility vacancies occur 
the hospital. The greater usefulness the graduate recognized 
the State increase salary for each graduate. The following 
extract from the Willard State Hospital Training School Schedule: 

“The Willard State Hospital Training School for Nurses was estab- 
lished 1887. The pupils are selected from the attendants, exami- 
nation. The course covers period two years, during which practical 
training given the observation and care all classes patients 
under treatment the wards the hospital. The number beds 
the hospital two thousand three hundred and twenty-two and there 
are opportunities for experience the care and treatment not only 
all forms mental disease, but also the acute and chronic illnesses 
and surgical conditions ordinarily met with any community, some 
which occur with relatively greater frequency among the insane.” 

Class room work consists lectures, demonstrations and recitations 

(1) The nursing the insane, 

(2) Medical nursing (including materia medica), 
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(3) Surgical nursing, with operative technique, including 
cological and genito-urinary branches, 

(4) Theory obstetrical nursing with experience whenever cases 
oceur the hospitals, 

(5) Theory nursing contagious diseases. 

Practical training given the care the insane and the 
preparation and care diet for the sick, bandaging, hydrotherapy, 
electrotherapy, gynecology, genito-urinary diseases, isolation patients 
with infectious diseases, thorough disinfection, operating room technique, 
preparation and after-care surgical cases, urinalysis and materia 
medica. The nurses are present and assist autopsies. Massage 
taught some hospitals, though massage not obligatory part 
the course. special reference library for nurses provided the 
hospital and the members the school may also have access the 
medical library the hospital. Lectures are given and quizzes are 
held the medical staff, matron and pharmacist. Willard, the 
instructs the members the class the preparation and care the 
special diet for the sick; members the senior class being detailed 
the kitchen for practice during their senior year. 

The nurses have services definite periods the wards for acute 
medical and surgical for acute insanities (excitements) for acute 
insanities (depressions, confusions, delusional states) for infirm, chronic 
bed cases for tuberculous cases for convalescent cases, and for epileptics. 


clinical instruction given the supervisors and charge nurses,

Many the Hospitals have arranged for their pupil nurses 
have experience obstetrics required the Board Regents. 

Around three classes patients, the more active and work 
the hospital centers.

The new cases are admitted the reception service. Patients with 
acute illnesses all parts the institution other than the wards for 
infirm and bedridden patients, and all cases needing surgical 
operation, are transferred the sick wards they are confined bed, ill 
for more than twenty-four hours.

Dr. Cowles, superintendent McLean Hospital, paper read 
before the Psychological Section the International Congress, Wash- 
ington, C., 1887, Nursing Reform for the Insane,” says: 

practical questions resolved themselves, therefore, into one 
getting proper instructors and laying foundation for thorough work 
the training. first number trained nurses from the 
general hospitals were invited into the Indeed, one employed 
early 1877, common ward for men, remained there five years, 
but with limited duty. From 1880 1885, nine other such 
hospital nurses were employed female wards, with view gaining 
their aid the establishment our school. With one exception the 
terms service these were only between one and six months; they 
would stay longer. One other was appointed superintendent 
nurses 1882, but withdrew after two years; and another, promoted 
supervisor, still remains after three years’ service, doing good work 
also teacher. From experience with these twelve nurses, there 
ample warrant for saying that their general hospital training had, 
some respects, actually unfitted them for ‘mental’ nursing. 
The outcome was, that our female supervisor, who had been nearly 
twenty years the asylum, was allowed the authorities the Boston 
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City Hospital receive there six months special and comprehensive 
course training. She was instructed not only the points upon 
which her experience was lacking, but she learned the technique 
methods. not try begin with simply hospital trained

similar experience this Dr. Cowles has been meet with 
the superintendents some the New York State Hospitals who have 
attempted unsuccessfully make nurses trained general hospitals 
fit into the plan State Hospital work, and each failure has led dis- 
couragement the part the superintendent and his staff and also 
the part general hospital nurses trying these positions. 

first taking work among the insane, 1890, seemed 
the writer this paper most desirable for nurses graduated from gen- 
eral hospitals take positions hospitals for the insane teachers 
this meant, that time, that vacancy the position matron might 
filled nurse from general hospital. When general hospital 
graduate has not matron New York State Hospital, 
has seemed due her idea that only general hospital methods 
were worth while and she has thus antagonized those who have been 
giving their best efforts for years improving the standard care for 
the insane and who resented interference the part anyone 
inexperienced this special work. 

The beginning her work among the insane was under especially 
favorable conditions for the writer; the hospital was small one, there 
being only two physicians the staff and both these physicians wanted 
graduate nurse matron; they were most patient with her mistakes 
and encouraged her her methods teaching the attendants. that 
time she gave all the clinical instruction general nursing. The 
hospital being small she could come into close contact with the attend- 
ants and could especially supervise all the general nursing. She also had 
time study the methods caring for the different conditions the 
insane and she never went the wards, for years, without learning from 
the nurses important lessons tact, patience and skill caring for the 
insane. She feels convinced that had she gone into large hospital, 
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first, her time would have been short this work, because was three 
years before she could honestly say, she liked the work well general 
hospital work. 

In_addition the plan offered Dr. Cowles, another suggests 
itself. Newly graduated physicians come State Hospitals clinical 
assistants order get experience this work; similar arrange- 
ment could made for nurses, that those graduating from general 
hospital could come State Hospital clinical and class room assist- 
ants and for the study State Hospital methods, would constantly 
bring the latest methods general hospital work and would also 
benefit the nurses who would thus better prepared for any work insti- 
tutional private. Appointment the position matron New 
York State Hospital made from civil service list names those 
who have taken the written examination for this position. There 
plenty work done, and the work just important and calls 
for high qualities the part the pupil nurses and instructors 
any other form nursing service.

THE EARLY TEACHING NURSES THE 
SALPETRIERE HOSPITAL, PARIS 


MADAME GILLOT 
Anciénne Directrice des Ecoles Salpétriére. 


FIFTEEN years ago, the Hospital was entirely unlike any 
other the hospitals Paris. Its distance from the centre the town; 
its important buildings, its immense gardens and its beautiful avenues 
old trees, gave one, entering, the impression pretty little pro- 
vincial town, where the mind could repose perfect calm. The popula- 
tion, too, was far from being noisy one. was, and still, composed 
old and infirm women, and those suffering from nervous 


complaints. Poor creatures, all them, whom perfect rest and quiet 


necessity. 

the staff the hospital, was composed two distinct 
elements. first consisted young girls from the provinces, 
Bretons for the most part, called Salpétriére their friends 
relations, who were already employed there. The second element 
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was composed families, parents, and children who sometimes for 
three successive generations had been employed the establishment. 
can imagine the profound dissimilarity which existed between this 
staff and that the other hospitals, supplied different manner. 
Trained tradition, one might say, the nurses the Salpétriére 
followed the steps their predecessors; much attached the 
house, that sometimes they refused all preferment rather than leave it. 
1835, preparatory school was established the interest the ward 
maids the hospital. consisted three four classes, and did duty 
till 1845, which epoch was closed under new management. After 
that, attempt was made re-establish the school, and those the 
ward maids who wished improve themselves, could only apply- 
ing one the officials, who, return for small salary, would teach 
them read and write. 

When, 1878, was decided start training school for nurses 
Salpétriére, was found that the greater part the staff (with the 
the children the officials and some the nurses) were 
incapable following the lectures with profit, write the compo- 
sitions that were required them. The idea was then formed 
re-starting the primary school, and was opened 1878 with sixty 
pupils. The “Cours” were held every evening, and the pupils were 
divided into classes which, reason the inequality the knowledge 
the pupils, were again sub-divided into several divisions. The greater 
number the girls could neither read nor write, and certain number, 
reason their Breton origin, could not even speak French. 1888, 
out seven hundred and twenty-eight pupils who attended the lectures, 
two hundred and ninety-three had acquired there all their primary 
knowledge.* 

1891, the organization the school remained the same. The 
division the two classes still existed. were held every evening 
from seven till nine o’clock. Three days were reserved for the pupils 
the first superior class, and the other three days for the pupils 
the second elementary class. But the law compulsory education has 
now commenced bear fruit: the number has greatly 
diminished, and the result instruction becoming more general that 
the best pupils are able prepared for the certificate primary 
studies. 

the program the studies, there need speak, because 
the same that for the evening classes for adults. the same time 
must notice one important innovation, which makes course

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primary instruction preparatory course for the professional teaching. 
is, that the readings and the dictations are special kind. The 
lessons orthography are taken out English hand books nursing. 
treating the care the sick and insane; the ordinary reading lessons 
are compiled from the Practical Manual Nursing,” Dr. Bourne- 
ville, the parts corresponding the lessons given the professors. 
This enables the teachers make some sort repetition the lectures, 
and give the pupils any explanations points which they have 
not understood. for the dictations, they have almost always for 
object, subjects touching the duties nurses. 

This teaching would incomplete without moral instruction. 
this end, and our teachers all the which offer 
themselves call the attention our pupils the high character 
their mission, the necessity absolute probity and demeanor 
inspiring the same time both respect and confidence. tell them 
the importance the moral side nurse’s work, and how after 
having cared for the body, they can kindness and assuage 
mental suffering, often sadder and more difficult heal than physical 
suffering. And times simple remark made one the pupils 
proved that our words had been heard with attention, and had 
found echo the hearts our listeners. must say that these 
good girls have left our memory very good moreover 
consulting our notes, and those our teachers, not find the 
space ten years one act insubordination, one serious complaint. 
The only remarks which fairly often are: little frivolous” 
giddy,” talked class.” nothing speak of, and only 
expected the age these young girls, who, taking their places 
the school forms, find again the faults their youth. the contrary, 
cannot but admire the courage these brave girls who, the close 
day given entirely hard and sometimes repugnant labor, 
find themselves able spend two hours serious work, which 
laborious all, and difficult many. 

Several years have passed since the period which have just 
spoken, and the silent little town Salpétriére has undergone many 
transformations. still possesses its majestic buildings, but the 
side them new premises have sprung up. The beautiful gardens and 
shady avenues old trees are still seen, though has been found 
necessary away with certain the gardens, reduce the length 
several the avenues, and sacrifice some the trees. the 
middle ground was found formerly enclosure, which was 
known the picturesque name “the meadow.” longer exists, 
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and its place has arisen the new school for nurses, constructed, 
are told, with all the comfort and all the advantages modern 
buildings. What will this new school do? What pupils will 
What will the value its nurses? How will they trained? These 
questions have already caused much ink flow, and raised many con- 
troversies. seems that the answer these three questions 
very simple, and may thus expressed. 

The new institution being entirely the hands the Administra- 
tion will exactly what the Administration will make it. The school 
that has just been founded being public institution 
designed train nurses for the hospitals” will for the nurses the 
same thing training college for teachers. assure the good 
working this school should not well follow the methods 
the training colleges for teachers, which have been working for long 
and with such good results? both institutions the work theoretical 
and practical. For the teachers the lessons theory are given 
special for the nurses they will given members the 
medical profession. The practical teaching given for the teachers 
the primary schools belonging the training college, for the nurses 
will given the hospitals. Thus the regulations both cases 
necessitate the pupils being boarders. (We know that Salpétriére 
few day pupils are taken, but only exceptions.) 

the head all training colleges found directress who assures 
the order and discipline the house; she takes also all responsibility, 
and all authority her hands. wish that this was the case 
Saltpétriére, that there was directress solely responsible for the good 
order and the discipline the school, and possessing alone the necessary 
authority rule the house. divided authority has never given, 
and never will give, any good result. Besides her administrative func- 
tions, the directress the training school charged give the pupils 
course lectures morals. wish that was the nursing 
school that course lectures morals could instituted and given 
the directress. 

have cast our eye over the program the studies; find there 
lectures theory given doctors, and practical teaching given the 
wards the sisters,” and that all! strongly regret this omission 
moral teaching, for there profession which necessary 
make appeal generous and devoted sentiments, and awaken them 
where they exist, this profession nursing. Without doubt there 
are among the young girls our hospitals those with good and brave 
hearts, who give the unfortunate and suffering those two most precious 
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gifts, youth and health. But something else needed besides the impulse 
which leads them give themselves this work. would wish 
develop them firm and dependable spirit, which will exercise itself 
unceasingly and determined act the will towards all. the 
irritable and exacting patient, the old, embittered age and infirmi- 
ties, the child who asks only for its mother and recoils from the 
nurse without understanding anything the care she wishes give! 

And then has been said, and repeat it, modifying only some 
expressions, the training school must not only school instruc- 
tion, must also school education. The pupils must carry with 
them when they leave firm and strong principles, elevated and generous 
sentiments, which will lead them nurses the height their pro- 
fession, and make them women worthy the respect and esteem 
everybody. The school having good strong organization, excellent 
lectures, doctor and sisters suited for the posts that have been confided 
them, have now consider the stumbling block.

what social class must seek preference for pupils? There 
are two opinions this question. The one is, that only ladies that 
make good nurses. The second differs absolutely. Ladies will pre- 
tentious and vain; they will always difficult manage.” think 
that there are exaggerations both sides, and that middle course can 
found. undeniable that lady can accomplish—by reason 
her superior education—many things which woman less social 
standing could not attain. But here must stop consider the true 
meaning the term estimate the strict sense 
the word that lady one who has received good moral education, 
and this person shall find all social ranks the same way that 
find her exact opposite all degrees the social ladder. this 
woman “good moral education” that must seek for before all 
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else. If, addition this, our pupils are ladies according the usual 
definition the word, there will need for complain.

THE ACTUAL CONDITIONS FRENCH HOSPITAL 
NURSING 


the request well known American nurse, now working 
amongst the poor Paris, that write this paper for American 
ments French nursing, and French hospitals, which show clearly 
misapprehension the present condition both. The same mistaken 
impression prevails England; and have written, without prejudice, 
English journal, giving simple facts both subjects. 

came Paris expecting find secular nurses carrying their 
profession further than may possible for nuns, part whose time and 
energy must given their religious life. American nurse, 
English nurse, French lady with extensive knowledge French 
hospitals and nursing, and have now, for some time, given attention 
the subject nursing French lay hospitals. from our collec- 
tive experience that write now. 

Certain hospitals, built and supported private charity, and not 
the disposal the government, are still staffed nuns. Amongst 
these may mention “St. Joseph’s;” built private benefactor for 
the Sisters St. Vincent Paul, driven the government from other 
and the Pasteur adjoining the Pasteur Institute. both

these hospitals found excellent skilled, intelligent, and atten- 
tive; most considerate treatment the patients; and discipline, order, 
and careful management throughout the institution. Excellent these, 
and other hospitals under religious management undoubtedly are, the fact 
remains that nurses who are members different religious communi- 
ties, subject various rules and superiors, cannot receive the professional 
training, discipline, and testing, necessary for the making uniform 
standard hospital nursing. For that reason, the excellence these 
religious hospitals did not prejudice mind against the action the 
government substituting lay for religious nursing, the great general 
hospitals. Some loss tone and affection anticipated. seemed 
inevitable where voluntary service, for the highest motives, often 
women good family, gave place work commercial basis 
women the working and commercial classes. But expected find 
uniform training, discipline, and progress the secular staffs, chosen 
and paid the government. 

Astonishment was first sensation when saw the nurses, and 
the nursing, first-rate French hospital. Physicians, surgeons, appli- 
ances, structures, were splendidly date. The nurses were untrained 
women, generally without desire obligation trained, hired 
attend the patients, the day the night, paid good wages from 
the beginning, allowed either live the premises, live their 
own homes. Often they are married women, working the wards 
addition their own duties. These women, many whom 
look neither clean nor tidy, come into the wards that are faultlessly 
antiseptic and germ-proof, their ordinary clothing covered white 
linen blouse, often crumpled and put anyhow, aprons tied untidily 
round their bunchy figures, small muslin caps, often untidy heads. 
Such, some little better, some little worse, are the 
ordinary ward nurses the laicized hospitals Paris and France. 
they live the hospital the accommodation provided for them such 
prohibit the service any superior class women. Crowded 
dormitories, the beds almost touching each other, without sufficient 
furniture, tenanted majority who have forced take weekly 
fortnightly bath! Bribery, tips from patients and their friends, 
generally understood condition extra attention, indulgence, 
from infirmiéres. are generally the charwoman, servant class, 
more less respectable, kind, intelligent. 

The head nurses charge many wards, 
the patients under one physician surgeon, have authority over the 
infirmiéres, and are responsible for the ward management. Generally 
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they have attended some course—or even courses—of instruction, and 
but that not obligatory. They sleep the premises 
and may, emergency, called the night. Except some 
difference the cap, their uniform like those the but 
theirs generally neat, and well put on. Some are well informed, skil- 
ful, and experienced. But standard training proficiency 
specified, necessary for surveillante. 

Such—in brief and bare outline—is the actual state nursing 
the lay hospitals France generally. Bordeaux, sprung 
from Bordeaux, are under English management, and have bearing 
the subject French nursing. 

Mésureur seems realize the gravity the situation, produced 
the ending the old order, without any provision for the new. 
face face with vast difficulty. Any radical change the present 
state hospital nursing must begin with another general turning out. 
Unless, after that, surveillantes were imported from America, Ireland 
England; and teachable young women engaged infirmiéres, 
not see how training could begun. Probably such scheme would 
condemned majority the government. 

Mésureur will begin reform the training nurses, 
lectures, and hours ward-work the hospitals. seems that these 
pupils will not belong any special hospital during their training. 
probable that some scheme will thought out for their future employ- 
ment and accommodation, before their training finished. Under 
present conditions they could not live, work, any the lay hos- 
pitals Paris. Several private training schools have been existence 
for some time. the large public training school 
already built. Probably this attempt provide number trained 
nurses the most that can done the moment. 

Seeing the hordes untrained women employed the numerous 
and vast hospitals Paris, the ignorance and indifference public 
opinion with respect hospital nursing, and the disrepute into which 
hospital nursing, calling, has fallen France, plain that 
Mésureur face face with situation too grave for any speedy mend- 
ing. The fact that realizes that situation, meets honestly, and 
makes some beginning reform, the only cheerful aspect the 
subject. write what know and what anyone may know who will 
visit the hospitals Paris under ordinary circumstances and ordinary 
visitors, ask for information from officials, and draw casual details from 
patients, and patients’ friends.

Yes, 
all know that lesson, and that good one not forget, and 
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yet sometimes fear that some schools this lesson taught the 
exclusion the other sane maxim. 

was led this conclusion and impulse raise voice 
protest when, recent case, was called assistant nurse 
who had been out school only six months. The accompanying dia- 
gram shows the comfortable little suite two rooms and bath, which 
have marked only such things bear upon point.

for have dread making young nurse feel that criticising. 
However, this one was just tired enough answer that she would 
glad have anything that would make the work easier. 


Now this nurse was woman brains, conscientious, and charm- 
ing personality, yet she had been carefully taught that the nurse should 
assume, far possible, all the burdens the additional work 
incident there being sickness household, that she had made 
changes any kind the arrangement the sick room, though she 
was well aware that some were needed. Consequently, she was working 
the right side, the wrong side, double bed, though the patient 
had become quite helpless, delirious, and was having frequent involun- 
tary evacuations the bowels and persistent dribbling urine. 

Three hours after was left alone duty the patient was—not 
single bed, for there was none available—on cot which answered 
surprisingly well during the remaining weeks sickness. sure 
the cot had brought from the barn and took three members 
the family effect the change—yet the help was gladly given. only 
other alteration the arrangement the room was move the medi- 
cine table from its position 4—thereby bringing the direct 
line march between the bathroom, and the patient’s bed. 
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Having something mathematical turn mind computed that, 
taking into account the size the room and the number trips which 
would necessarily make across it, effected this seemingly unim- 
portant change the position the table, saving two miles 
twenty-four hours. Now thoroughly believe that any nurse will 
the better for two mile walk any day, yet would recommend that 
such walk taken straight ahead and the open air. 

This case was uncommonly interesting and instructive one, being 
erysipelas, from which not one inch cuticle escaped. Catheterization 
had been necessary first, then for several days the bladder was emptied 
voluntarily. Again, the time arrival, there was, said be- 
fore, almost constant dribbling. our infinite surprise, upon catheteri- 
zation the bladder was found contain thirty-eight ounces urine. 
Subsequently catheterizing every eight hours, the leakage was abso- 
lutely controlled; also, the use large high colonic flushing 
reduced the number stools materially. would suggest this method 
regular procedure for the controlling these troublesome condi- 
tions, always, course, with the physician’s permission which, save 
special intestinal cases, believe would almost never withheld; for 
physicians dread bedsores much and know how difficult they 
are prevent cases long illness. When involuntaries are inevitable, 
inch pad, such common use for obstetrical work, 
very helpful,—two thicknesses the commonest cotton bat, covered with 
the cheapest grade cheese cloth, not sewed all unless the patient 
very restless. This can burned, and will cost less than the washing 
sheets. Also cleaning up” these and obstetrical cases, this com- 
mon cotton makes serviceable sponges, for will absorb warm soap suds 
lysol solution, and costs little that gladly furnished many 
families who could not asked supply absorbent cotton for such 
lavish use. 

Another extremely satisfactory experiment which tried the 
above case was that twenty-four, instead twelve hour, reliefs, the 
change being made ten The nurse going off duty ten (if the 
case not contagious) has time for walk, bit shopping, 
call, before luncheon, good afternoon nap, for the pleasant family 
dinner, bed early, leisurely rise the morning, and comfortable 
breakfast, walk, and she ready for duty nine ten when, 
necessary, hour can spent together over the heavy work. Then the 
tired nurse relieved the fresh one who brings her work nice 
feeling having had time eat and sleep and breathe and who 
means tired out bed-time but stands the night duty without 
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special fatigue and with comfortable feeling that she has something 
good coming. all years work have never spent more com- 
fortable fortnight and, while well know that not all cases can taken 
this way, yet urge fair trial this plan where 
possible. 

certain labor saving device very dear heart one for keeping 
supply ice upstairs night. from one two quarts 
chopped ice, from very small pieces others the size egg, place 
clean towel napkin and suspend into any large pitcher, securing 
the top prevent the ice from touching the drained off water. 
Wrap the whole over and around with wet bath towel, which towel 
must kept wet. Now place open window. Ice can taken out 
from time time during the night and breakfast time some the 
larger pieces will still found unmelted.

Her remark was apropos certain women who found easy 
drop their progeny the hospital, along with their responsibility, leav- 
ing the nurses not only the nursing, but thousand mother duties 
well, while the real mother did full quota shopping, matinees and 
horse shows. Christine her feelings agitated the numbers 
nurses and other self-supporting women working night and day help 
care for nieces and nephews whose parents proved unequal the task. 

vote were taken decide which the greater offense, race 
the wicked negligence children already existing, the vote 
nurses would doubt for the latter. 
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The question which interests Euphemia and more than any other 
why many childless married men and women are unwilling 
any thing for the tens thousands homeless children. The number 
childless married people constantly increases and the number men 
who abandon their families appalling frequency. every com- 
munity and neighborhood may found homeless children thrown upon 
the charity the public, and amazing how infrequently that charity 
comes from the better class childless home. the homeless chil- 
dren find shelter some household where there 
are other children crowds these little closer and finds food for another 
little mouth, some childless working woman shares her loaf with them. 

read the reports charity organizations, one might think that 
the abandoned and neglected children all come from the poorer and 
ignorant classes; and while poverty probably the most common cause, 
the number children whose connections and antecedents have been and 
are among the educated and better classes great enough cause 
outcry protest against such monstrous offense. 

Here are four instances which have come our knowledge within 
less than two years. ten-year-old child, left orphan, the nearest 
relative aunt, wife professor one our great universities who 
declined give the child home. The child now charitable 
home. six-year-old child whose mother left her father. This father, 
who drinks, belongs old respected New England family. The 
child was eight different institutions and boarding places before she 
was rescued and adopted unmarried woman, nurse, who earns 
her daily bread. fourteen-year-old girl, whose mother died when she 
was born, and whose father never provided for her ever saw her after 
the mother was buried. maternal grandparents cared for her 
long they lived and then good friends with child their own took 
her in. family little children left orphans and penniless 
father who had always had liberal salary, but who spent upon him- 
self and ran debt for the maintenance his family. 

Discussing the subject recently with the father eight spoke 
acquaintance who was childless and who had been urged this man 
make home for some child children, but who replied: too 
great responsibility, one never knows how they will turn out,” which 
the Father Eight replied: Would you know any more they were 
your own?” stranger’s child could ever bring minimum the 
shame and sorrow into family that son daughter may, and 
give them chance only matter few years shelter, food, cloth- 
ing, school books and teaching them how care for themselves. They 
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need not great expense, they need not indulged with luxuries and 
brought idleness, but simply given chance work out their own 
salvation when they are old enough understand. 

all the numberless questions about Cranford, prompted kindly 
interest curiosity, none more frequent than How about the 
—there are two now, Fourteen Year Old and Seven Year Old—our answer 
always They are all right.” Care, anxiety, annoyance, hard work and 
self denial, yes, but worth it, chance get morbid nor waste time 
introspection while the demands for buttons, whole stockings, clean faces, 
and full stomachs never cease, and exactly one thousand questions 
every twenty-four hours require answered while one hundred and 
fifty need arbitrated with impartial exactitude. 

When Fourteen Year Old pumping water for the flower beds and 
Seven Year Old kicks him because does not stop instanter and give him 
pop-gun, and Fourteen Year Old responds calling Seven Year Old 
little devil,” requires judicial mind mete out the proper 
punishment. Seven Year Old has busy tongue, lively imagination 
with amazing descriptive powers and great faculty for spilling, drop- 
ping and bumping into everything. Fourteen Year Old slow, quiet, 
extremely neat for boy, and vastly patronizing his junior. all 
the range nursing there nothing more satisfactory than taking sick 
neglected patient and making him clean and comfortable, and the same 
kind satisfaction comes seeing two young rascals clean and whole- 
some starting off for school. They will come home towsled and hungry 
night, full tales about good bad lessons, play fights with other 
boys, the trains, boats, automobiles, and thousand other things which 
must have close attention. Euphemia and used look forward 
long, quiet Sunday afternoons for reading, but they not materialize. 
recently had visit from Good Lady who thinks smoking and 
playing games Sunday are the chief sins mankind. not 
altogether agree with her, having been brought atmosphere 
tobacco smoke and with leaning toward the continental idea Sunday 
afternoon. 

this particular Sunday, our two, and three other boys, went swim-

The children are 
for homes, and how any childless household can close its doors 
and sit down comfortably, deaf their clamor, passes all understanding.

Therefore, English and Americans, 
French, Germans and Russians, all are cared for St. Luke’s together with 
the Japanese.

The effect tea, coffee, cocoa seems 
threefold—on the circulation, the spinal cord, and the brain. When 
these substances reach the circulation, the flow blood through the brain 
the brain cells are supplied with extra nutriment, and 
thought quickened. probable that the brain cells themselves are 
affected tea coffee, that communication between them becomes 
more rapid, more complete, and more permanent, than under ordinary 
But must not forgotten that these substances tend 
keep mental action when not needed.

These beverages lessen the sense fatigue 
and give sense wellbeing and power, and actually add the power 
endurance. Tea liable abuse, and may then bring about most 
disastrous results. may interfere with nutrition lessening the 
feeling hunger, rendering food less digestible, and interfering 
with the digestive power the stomach. The different kinds tea vary 
the amount tannin which they contain. The leaves should never 
boiled stewed. Boiling water should poured the leaves, and after 
standing for few minutes should again poured off. Taken with meat, 
toughens the fiber. Hard water and water containing iron not 
make good tea. pinch bicarbonate soda, when hard water used, 
improves the infusion. Tea, when taken excesss, may produce the most 
serious nervous symptoms and facilitate, does not actually produce, 
mental degeneration.

IMPRESSIONS NURSING FRANCE 

generally understood that the nursing French hospitals 
not good, and this impression great extent correct, though must 
not forgotten that the reason for this that France the period 
altering her system fundamentally from the type, such Italy 
still shows her hospitals, the modern, such England’s. vast 
change cannot easily made, and all the imperfections which may 
now noted French hospitals may regarded transitory, for this 
great nation, always leader civilization, has set herself the task 
remodelling her nursing service. 

The complete monopoly hospital management religious orders 
was remnant feudalism. Necessary and useful its time, not 
accord with modern life, and this for two reasons—one, the scientific 
the other, the economic. Medical science must rule the care 
patients to-day, and where the Sisters failed was not owning allegiance 
Higher Power, but being ruled earthly hierarchy whose 
tradition has often been one direct opposition science. The eco- 
nomic point also urgent and dominant. Woman’s work used 
carried the monastery and the home, but now, that has been 
taken out into the world, she must follow it, and this she must 
free; she must paid instead kept; she must stand level with 
men. 

The removal the Sisters began, Paris, some thirty-odd vears 
ago, and now going the country large. painful and 
distressing process. However firmly one may believe the new order, 
the passing the old pathetic thing. The women, who have been 
kept state intellectual childhood their clerical directors, not 
understand that the world has new social ideals. They look upon all 
pure ungodliness and comprehend nothing the promise democ- 
racy. Nor women general realize that their development class 
depends absolutely upon the full possession temporal power the 
State. Wherever this power, which belongs the State, usurped 
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any religious hierarchy, women are kept down, and back, but there are 
many who not see this. believe the chief reason for this is, again, 
economic one. The Church has always been employer female 
labor vast scale, and this labor has always been unpaid, save 
board and lodging alone. 

What happened the Paris hospitals after the Sisters had gone? 
This what happened. The very same women (and men) continued 
the actual nursing who had been doing before, for—and this 
important point and one often overlooked—the Sisters did not nurse. 
supervised, but even this not understand it, they did not 
teach nor control the lay nurses, who were the servants the adminis- 
tration. 

have already mentioned the vast extent and centralized govern- 
ment the Paris hospitals. This centralization, with advantages 
the business side, makes very hard bring changes, and retards 
that very progress nursing that the directors wish bring about. The 
Paris problem much harder than the English American, where one 
hospital time could experiment with the new system. The example 
the Bordeaux Training Schools, which shall come later, shows 
that France has attained the full reform nursing outside Paris. 
Another difficulty Paris that the Director the Assistance Publique 
has not the security elective office. appointed, and therefore 
can only effect such changes are almost sure not cause great 
opposition. 

For years the only figure that appeared the scene protect and 
champion the poor downtrodden infirmiéres was Dr. Bourneville, strik-

The Paris hospital system was entirely man-ruled. There were 
nurses’ homes, matrons. The nurses lived the hospitals, slept 
dormitories, dark and close, and, with supervision from any woman,

entered, were accepted, domiciled, and often spent their lives the ser- 
vice. they married, they remained the wards. Often, indeed, 
two three generations grew and went into the nursing into the 
domestic service the hospitals. course, under such system 
this, women the grade the English nurses would not present them- 
selves. not know whether Dr. Bourneville realized the importance 
matron raising the standard nursing. expect him 
would expect what physician the continent except Dr. Hamil- 
ton has ever realized. that time there were women ready 
assume-such control, for Dr. Hamilton and Mlle. Chaptal were little 
girls. What fair judge him was what stood for, and 
very remarkable that period find prominent scientific man 
uncompromisingly asserting the necessity intellectual training and 
professional knowledge for women.

For full thirty years this fine old warrior has gone record

have been trained for such work. The salaries paid for institutional 
work these two states are higher than salaries for corresponding posi- 
tions north, east west, yet are handicapped first because most 
nurses here prefer private duty, and second, because the average indi- 
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vidual from the North still clings that fear climate. 
The summers are long, but one hears heat prostration except 
from Chicago, St. Louis, Miss Cabaniss makes the statement that 
“our system training nurses not over twelve years old the 
South.” beg correct her statement. 

was eighteen years ago that the New Orleans Sanitarium and 
Training School for Nurses was first organized against great opposition. 
has had great vicissitudes and has come through tremendous odds, 
always with the life the training school view. Its older nurses had 
hardships and inconveniences that would have daunted any our 
present day nurses. first superintendent was Louisiana woman 
who had gone North graduate, their second was Blockley graduate. 
May they held their sixteenth annual commencement. 

Somewhat more than year after this school was organized, the 
Charity Hospital the same city, having capacity about thousand 
beds, opened its doors for the training nurses. Their first supervising 
nurse was from Bellevue. All these years there have been very few 
nurses from other states swell the number any true that 
the nurses this particular section have thus far been busy supplying 
the demand for private duty that neither efforts nor voices have been 
raised sufficiently heard afar off. 

Yet better understanding the nursing conditions here and 
greater sympathy for the needs and aims nurses this section would 
much toward helping forward the work which lies our door 
done. The busy, strenuous life the private nurse not conducive 
the study far away conditions, but those who are looking for hospital 
work afield will find harvest ready gathered.

You asked about the life and work 
nurses the Sandwich Islands; most interesting from all 
standpoints. 

Nurses generally locate this city and are called the other 
islands from here; they are kept very busy and are paid the same rate 
the mainland, twenty-five dollars per week. 

There are four hospitals the city, the Queens, one hundred beds, 
the largest, graduate nurses are employed floor nurses; the Sani- 
torium, small private the Naval Hospital; and the Kapialoni 
Maternity Home. Both the Queen’s Hospital and the Maternity Home 
have government grants, pay patients, and free wards Hawaiians. 
The Maternity Home supervised American trained nurse, but 
the general nursing done Hawaiian women, trained the home. 
The city supports district nurse, who visits the schools twice week, 
and finds her work most interesting. There association nurses 
and guild. Miss Johnson keeps register the Sanitorium and the 
doctors keep lists their offices. The quarantine work very interest- 
ing; the lepers are sent the retention settlement this island, and 
certain periods are taken Molaikai, the leper island. These people 
are allowed marry and their offspring are sent back Oahu and are 
taken care the Sisters Charity.

Any person violating any the provisions this Act shall 
guilty misdemeanor, and shall upon conviction fined for each offense 
sum not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor more than two hundred dollars 
($200.00) for the first offense, and not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
nor more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) for each subsequent offense. Any 
person who shall willfully make any false representation the Board apply- 
ing for license shall guilty misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
fined sum not less than one hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than two 
hundred dollars ($200.00).

THE MINNESOTA BILL 

BILL for act provide for state registration nurses and the licensing 
persons registered nurses. enacted the Legislature the State 
Minnesota:

Section Each member said Board shall serve for term five years 
and until his her successors are appointed and qualified, except the case 
the first Board, whose members shall hold office follows: one member 
shall appointed hold office one (1) year; one for two (2) years; one for 
three (3) years; one for four (4) years; and one for five (5) years. 
member said Board shall give bond the sum $1,000, with securities 
approved the Secretary State, conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance his her duties, and shall take the oath provided law for public 
officers. Vacancies upon said Board caused death, resignation expiration 
the term any member thereof shall filled the Governor. 

Section Said Board shall elect from its members President, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer and shall have its headquarters the State Capitol; shall 
have common seal, and the Secretary and President shall have power 
administer oaths. 
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Each member said Board shall receive compensation five 
($5.00) dollars per day for each day actual services and ten cents (10 cts) 
per mile for each mile actually traveled attending the meetings the Board, 
which compensation shall paid out any monies the hands the Treasurer 
said Board; provided that said compensation and mileage shall event 
paid out the State Treasury. 

Section Any money the hands the Treasurer the end any year, 
excess two hundred and fifty ($250) dollars shall paid over said Board 
the State Treasurer kept him for the future maintenance the 
Board and disbursed him upon warrants signed the President and 
Treasurer said Board. 

Said Board shall hold Public Examinations least once 
each year St. Paul, Minnesota, and such times may determine, and 
notice the time and place such examinations shall given publication 
thereof least ten (10) days before such examination daily newspaper 
published the Capitol the state, and said Board may give such other notice 
deems advisable. Any person desiring obtain certificate registration 
under this Act shall make application said Board therefor, and shall pay 
the Treasurer said Board examination fee five ($5.00) dollars and shall 
present himself herself the next regular meeting said Board for examina- 
tion applicants and upon said Board being satisfied that the applicant (1) 
the age twenty-one years over, (2) good moral character, (3) has 
received education equivalent that required for admission into high schools 
this state, and (4) has graduated from training school connected with 
general hospital where three years training with systematic course instruc- 
tion given the hospital, has graduated from training school connec- 
tion with hospital good standing supplying systematic three years train- 
ing corresponding the above standards, which training may obtained two 
more hospitals, said Board shall proceed examine said applicant both 
theoretical and practical nursing and upon such applicant passing said examina- 
tion the satisfaction said Board, said Board shall enter said applicant’s name 
the register, hereinafter provided for, and issue said person certifi- 
cate registration authorizing said person practise the profession nursing 

Section All nurses graduating prior January Ist, 1910, possessing 
the above qualifications, shall permitted register without examination, 
upon payment the registration fee. Nurses who shall show the satisfaction 
the Board Examiners that they are graduates training schools connected 
with general hospital sanatarium giving two years’ training, prior the 
year 1897 having given one year’s training, and who maintain other respects 
proper standards, and are engaged professional nursing the date the 
passage this Act, have been engaged nursing five years after graduation, 
prior the passage this Act, also those who are training the time 
the passage this Act, and shall graduate hereafter, and possess the above 
qualifications, shall entitled registration, without examination, provided 
such application made before January Ist, 1910. 

Graduates training schools connection with special hos- 
pitals, giving two years’ course, who shall obtain one year’s additional train-

This Act shall take effect and enforced from and after its passage. 


THE WEST VIRGINIA BILL

($100.00) per annum, also traveling and other expenses necessarily incurred 
the discharge her official duties. The other members the Board 
receive four dollars ($4.00) for each day actually engaged this service, and 
all legitimate and necessary expenses. Said expenses and salaries shall paid 
from fees received the Board under the provisions this Act, and part 
salaries other expenses the Board shall paid out the State 
All money received excess the said allowance and other expenses provided 
for shall held the Treasurer for meeting the expenses the said Board, 
and the cost annual report the Board. 

That after January 1908, shall the duty said Board 
Examiners meet some convenient point within the State not less frequently 
than once year, notice which meeting shall given the public press 
and one nursing journal one month previous the meeting. this meeting 
shall their duty examine all applicants for registration under this Act, 
determine their fitness and ability give efficient care the sick. Upon 
filing application for examination and registration each applicant shall deposit 
fee five dollars ($5.00). 

That the applicant shall furnish satisfactory evidence that she 
twenty-three (23) years age, good moral character, has received the 
equivalent high school education and has graduated from training school 
connected with general hospital where two years continuous residence 
training, with systematic course instruction given. 

That all nurses graduating before January 1908, possessing the above 
qualifications shall permitted register without examination upon payment 
registration fee. And all nurses having been continuously and successfully 
engaged nursing for five years, and who maintain the proper standard, shall, 
upon passing examination, entitled registration, provided such appli- 
cation made before January 1908. 

Graduate training schools connection with special hospitals giving 
two years’ course, who shall obtain one year’s additional training approved 
general hospital, shall eligible for registration without examination before 
June 1907; said graduates from special hospitals shall eligible for regis- 
tration prior said date, upon passing special examination before the Board 
Examiners subjects not adequately taught the training schools from 
which they have been graduated.

following open letter was addressed the president the State 
Normal and Industrial College North Carolina Miss Wyche, superintendent 
nurses Watts Hospital, Durham: 


THE PRESIDENT THE STATE NORMAL AND INDUSTRIAL 
COLLEGE 


The importance thoroughly trained nurses now, never before, being 
recognized the South. The favor with which this profession being received 
attested the larger number young women who are applying for training 
our 

place nursing the plane profession, rather than that trade, 
our nurses must have better preparation, both general and technical. 

Some apply whose general education decidedly deficient, but let grant 
that applicants are prepared begin hospital work, all who have 
with the work our smaller hospitals know under what difficulties classes for 
nurses are conducted. Where the bulk the teaching falls, usual, upon 
one nurse superintendent and few doctors whose hands are already full, 
systematic instruction next impossible. emergency case may take the 
nurse the lecture hour. The same emergency may take the physician should 
happen his lecture hour. With her routine hospital duties the pupil 
nurse often too fatigued properly comprehend the simplest subjects. 
Teaching very exacting work; and for one nurse teach half dozen different 
subjects and still meet the many demands made upon her time and strength 
impossibility. Teaching requires special fitness, and not every good physician, 
nurse good executive ability, good teacher. 

apparent, believe, that the dozen more hospital training schools 
North Carolina, not only are there many applicants whose previous training 
deficient, but many subjects are being taught half way, many which 
subjects should have been mastered before applying for admission hospital. 
These are the conditions that confront the hospital training schools our State, 
all which are run connection with small hospitals whose resources are 
limited.

Systematic courses reading nursing and allied subjects. course 
cover school year nine months the Normal and have credit six 
months hospital course three years. 

Similar courses are being successfully carried several large hospitals, 
and have been added elective Drexel Institute and Simmons College. 
Teachers’ College, New York, has recognized the need better training for 
nurses the establishment course hospital economics which those 
who expect teach this subject will have systematic instruction.

the German Hospital and Dispensary, New York, writes: 


The September inquires about the employment nurses steam 
ships. far know there are only two. These are the employ the 
Hamburg-American Company the steamers Amerika and Kaiserin Augusta 
Victoria. They are enrolled members the ship’s crew and have definite 
duties, such being present the gymnasium during ladies’ hour, giving elec- 
trie light baths, ete. They take their meals the first cabin dining room, 
and are expected spend their time among the first cabin passengers. ‘They 
have definite salary and when port have perfect liberty, remaining board 
ship land they like. The Hamburg-American line engaged these two 
nurses directly from our registry. There are many nurses who take stewardess 
positions for the sake the large fees, but think safe say that these 
are foreigners.

CAMERON 


Text-Book for Nurses, and Hand-Book for 
all who Care for the Sick. Anna Caroline Maxwell, Superin- 
tendent the Presbyterian Hospital School Nursing, and Amy 
Elizabeth Pope, Instructor the Presbyterian Hospital School 
Nursing. Putnam’s Sons, London and New York. The 
Knickerbocker Press. 


The appearance this work, the fruit the conjoined labors 
Miss Maxwell and Miss Pope, marks turning point nursing litera- 
ture. the present time, the “text-book,” and 
nursing, have treated subjects, which, while they necessarily and 
indispensably belong the curriculum every school for nurses, are 
yet subjects quite apart from practical nursing the hospital wards 
the bedside the sick, and quite out place text-book 
nursing. One reason for this error classification has undoubtedly 
that many text-books nursing have been written men, who 
were not well posted practical nursing anatomy, physiology, 
surgical technique, etc., and have had many successful text-books 
nursing, containing minimum nursing proper, but well padded 
with subjects germane, more less. The present volume differs 
from this class—in which not include Mrs. Robb’s 
and differs also from Mrs. Robb’s book that does not concern 
itself the least with hospital administration except far this 
depends upon the faithfulness and efficiency the hospital staff from 
the greatest the least. The present volume assumes the opening 
chapter that women presenting themselves candidates for training 
nursing the sick shall come fortified with good health and prepared 
maintain the same sane hygienic living—fresh air night and day, due 
regard for wholesome food, and proper amount sleep; exquisite per- 
sonal cleanliness, ete. good health she must able add her 
second qualification the evidence education, failing this, least 
some guarantee that she has the capacity for education. The third and

last qualification the authors call the moral—and under this head 
include, neatness, economy, courtesy, obedience, promptness, sympathy, 
tact, truthfulness, dignity, respect for officers, and respect for the secrets 
others. hint here for field for over-training—honesty and intelli- 
gence being the only attributes besides health which prospective pro- 
bationer need possess. The book proceeds with chapter bacteriology 
—its relation disease—manner bacteria and means 
preventing their increase—methods destroying germs and rules 
for making germicidal and disinfectant solutions. Next comes ventila- 
tion—the care the ward, referring back the chapter 
for the reasons for special precautions against accumulations any 
sort dust, rust other sign foreign matter. The making beds 
care patients—symptoms—charting, and recording. 

Baths and packs have their own chapter, where have the simplest 
and plainest information—the most minute details relating the com- 
fort the patient—the most exact authority for temperature, time, ete. 
less attention detail given the chapters which follow—on 
the urine; enemata; lavage; douches. The adminis- 
tration medicines, Chapter outlines what nurse ought know 
(very briefly) about medicines; gives the rules for estimating the per- 
centage solutions, for estimating the dose different fractional 
part grain from the drug hand, for estimating child’s dose. 
Gives the different weights and measures including the metric system 
the symbols and abbreviations used prescriptions and chemistry. 
Demonstrates the administration medicines through the skin; 
rectum and inhalation; also the application medicine the eye. 
The same chaptgr concludes with the keeping medicine lists, order 
books, and the immaculate care the medicine case. 

Emergencies, medical and surgical; bandages, strapping, and 
splints; these three chapters are also demonstrated. Chapter 
brings surgical dressings. have exact rules for the cleansing 
and sterilization everything which brought contact with 
the wound, everything which enters the operating room placed 
upon the dressing tray for the bedside dressing. Treatments which 
require aseptic precautions follow line—as aspirations, hypodermo- 
clysis, injections antitoxines, and vaccination, intubation and the 
taking throat cultures, and cultures the blood.
